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Residents win battle 
to save estate garages 


PLANS to demolish garages 
to make way for affordable 
housing have been with¬ 
drawn due to complaints 
from local people. 

Four garage sites on the 
Clements Estate and a fur¬ 
ther site on Cambridge Way, 
Haverhill, would have been 
turned into flats, houses and 
maisonettes, in the plan pro¬ 
posed by Havebury Housing 
Partnership. 

But three of the five applica¬ 
tions are being re-submitted 
by the firm following a con¬ 
sultation with residents last 
week - and one has been 
thrown out completely. 

Six maisonettes and two 
houses were proposed for 
Norton Road following the 
demolition of 24 garages. 
Seven homes were also pro¬ 
posed for Orford Road. 

Now, both of these applica¬ 
tions have been withdrawn. 

The plans for Norton Road 
received more than 50 objec¬ 
tions, with those for Orford 
Road receiving more than 30. 

Havebury has confirmed 
that new plans will be drawn 
up, in line with residents’ 
concerns, and submitted to 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council at a later date. 

An application for two bun¬ 
galows on Ladygate has been 
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thrown out completely, and 
plans for two flats and four 
houses on Cambridge Way, to 
the north of the town, have 
been modified. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy 
mayor and ward member for 
Haverhill South, organised a 
meeting on Monday for resi¬ 
dents to share their views. 

It was also attended by 
borough council 
planning officers, 
Havebury repre¬ 
sentatives, county 
Cllr Julian Flood 
and Cllr Roger 
Andre, town 
mayor. 

Cllr Byrne said: 
“Residents had their 
opportunity to say 
just how they felt; my 
view is they will not accept 
anything that will destroy 
their family estate and the 
pulling down of their garag¬ 
es.” 

The fifth application, for 
two maisonettes and two 
houses on Nayland Road, is 
also being adjusted to reflect 
the needs of existing homes 
on Ladygate. 

It is hoped that the new 
plans for Nayland Road, 


Norton Road and Orford 
Road will be drawn up over 
the coming weeks. 

Once these revised plans 
are available, a further con¬ 
sultation event will be held 
with those affected. 

Paul Edwards, Director of 
Resources at Havebury, said: 
“We are working our way 
through all the comments 
that have been made so 
far regarding the 
planning applica¬ 
tions and 

Havebury will 
continue to 
work with the 
borough coun¬ 
cil and our 
architects to 
revise the pro¬ 
posals. 

“Havebury is 
trying to balance 
the needs of those 
living in the neigh¬ 
bourhoods with those people 
in housing need. We are also 
listening to the concerns 
about parking and, working 
with Suffolk County Council, 
will look to help address 
these in the new proposals.” 

A town council planning 
meeting will be held at 
Haverhill Arts Centre on 
Tuesday, from 7pm, to dis¬ 
cuss the plans.

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Running through 
the rain to make 
history in town 


POURING rain and cold winds 
failed to dampen the spirits of 
more than 350 runners who 
turned out to make history in 
Haverhill. 

Participants in the first ever 
Haverhalf and HaverlO could be 
spotted across town on Sunday, 
determined to get to the finish line 
despite the cruel weather. 

The races, both in aid of St 
Nicholas Hospice Care, started and 
finished on the Recreation Ground 
with routes going along the High 
Street, out to Sturmer and through 
the Chalkstone Estate. 

Jack Tappin, race director, hopes 
the events will become an annual 
fixture in the town. 

He said: “I was astonished by how 
well received the race has been, 
both in the levels of excitement in 
the town leading up to it and par¬ 
ticipation on the day. 

“I originally hoped to attract 200 
runners, and having had almost 
400 the day when I celebrated 
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reaching the benchmark of 100 
seems an age away now. 

“I know Haverhill has a vibrant 
running scene and thriving com¬ 
munity, and this was evidence of 
that by the number of runners, 
both from the town and across the 
region, and the level of support in 
people volunteering their time and 
businesses funding or supporting 
the event.” 

Mr Tappin also addressed some 
technical problems on the day with 
recording times, PA announce¬ 
ments regarding headphones and 
drivers ignoring road closures. 
These will all be looked at and “put 
right” for futures years, he said. 

Among the runners was Matthew 
Hancock, West Suffolk MP, who 
was competing in his first ever half 
marathon. Mr Hancock crossed the 
finish line with a time of one hour 
and 50 minutes. 

“Despite the miserable weather, 


the HaverlO and Haverhalf went 
brilliantly on Sunday,” he said. 

“The atmosphere was fantastic 
with people supporting runners all 
along the route.” 

Andrew Mynott, of Springfield 
Striders, won the HaverlO in 33 
minutes, while Tom Kingsnorth, of 
St Edmund Pacers came in second 
place. 

Carrie Bedingfield was the first 
female finisher in the 10k, with a 
time of 42 minutes. 

The half marathon winner was 
Matthew Slater, of Cambridge and 
Coleridge Athletic Club, who com¬ 
pleted the race in 1.21:30. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, 
handed out prizes to category win¬ 
ners on the day.

Town’s experimental 
traffic order scrapped

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PLANS to make a town centre 
street one-way have been dropped, 
it has been revealed. 

Last year, it was proposed that 
part of Camps Road, Haverhill, 
would be made one-way as a means 
of cutting traffic flow on the town’s 
High Street. 

It was estimated that traffic on 
the road would reduce by as much 
as 60 per cent by making Camps 
Road, from Swan Lane to Mill 
Road, one-way. 

The bottom of Mill Road, between 
Chauntry Road and Helions Park 
Avenue, would have been changed 
to one-way southbound, from 
northbound. 

The plans were initially revealed 
in November last year and were 
expected to start early this year. 

A consultation then took place 
with residents to gauge local reac¬ 
tion to the plan - with many living 
on the main routes affected by the 
proposal opposed to the idea. 

A county council spokesman said 
that Cllr Graham Newman, cabi¬ 
net member for roads and trans¬ 
port, has decided not to continue 
with the traffic order following 
concerns from the town’s county 
councillors. 



Cllr Tony Brown, who sits on both 
county and St Edmundsbury 
Borough councils, has been very 
vocal against the plan from the 
start. 

He said: “I am glad that the coun¬ 
ty council eventually got round to 
listening to all of the affected resi¬ 
dents. 

“This experiment was not very 
popular amongst those residents 
and we need a long term solution - 
not just a quick fix.” 

Cllr Brown had previously called 
for wider consultation to be carried 


out with all of those in the sur¬ 
rounding area before the plan was 
enforced. 

More than 400 people responded 
during the consultation period, 
which ran during February and 
March, to share their views on the 
proposals. 

Concerns were expressed about 
the amount of traffic that would be 
sent up other streets in the town. 

The spokesman added: “We will 
be investigating other options. We 
may, of course, need to revisit the 
experimental traffic order option 
in the future if no other workable 
solutions are found.” 


Haverhill High Street is supposed 
to be restricted to pedestrians and 
authorised vehicles only, between 
10am and 4pm.

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Attempted 
robbery: Itoo 
men arrested

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A TEENAGER has been 
charged with attempted rob¬ 
bery after an incident at a 
Haverhill convenience store. 

The incident happened at 
the Primrose Mini Market, on 
Primose Hill, on Friday short¬ 
ly after 7.30am. 

Mitchell Voller, of Warren 
Court, has also been charged 
with possession of a firearm, 
while committing an offence. 

The 18-year-old appeared at 
West Suffolk Magistrates’ 
Court yesterday and the case 
was adjourned. He will next 
appear at Ipswich Crown 
Court on June 6. 

He has been remanded in 
custody. 

A 16-year-old boy was also 
arrested on suspicion of 
attempted robbery yesterday 
and was being questioned by 
police at Bury St Edmunds 
Police Investigation Centre. 

Ainkaran Jeyarajah, who 
has run Primrose Mini 
Market for three years, was in 
the shop when two masked 
men, one of them holding a 
gun, entered and attempted 
to steal alcohol. 

When Mr Jeyarajah, who 
was alone at work, intervened 
and pushed one of the sus¬ 
pects away, the other threat¬ 


ened him with the pistol. 

“I said, ‘if you’re going to 
shoot me, then shoot me, but 
I won’t allow you to steal from 
my shop’,” he said. 

“I don’t want to seem fearful 
in these type of incidents, 
because then they will keep 
trying again and again - this 
area is getting worse and 
worse.” 

Mr Jeyarajah, 35, then called 
out for his colleague, who had 
not yet arrived at work. This 
scared the men off, and they 
left the shop before running 
up Primrose Hill. 

Mr Jeyarajah believes the 
same two men were banging 


on the shutters outside his 
shop and shouting before he 
opened the shop at 5am. 

In a separate incident in 
2011, a worker at the shop was 
threatened with a knife, and 
forced to hand over more 
than £100 from the till. 

There has been a continu¬ 
ous stream of minor prob¬ 
lems since, Mr Jeyarajah said, 
but this was the first time any 
of them had been threatened 
with a gun. 

Ashwin Koragal, 24, who 
also works at the shop, said: 
“We used to have a lot of prob¬ 
lems here all the time, but it 
seemed to calm down.”

Man had over 
2,000 indecent 
images on PC 

A MAN who had more than 
2,000 indecent images of 
children on his computer has 
escaped a prison sentence. 

Anthony Johnson, of 
Chestnut Close, Haverhill, 
was arrested following an 
operation by the National 
Crime Agency, carried out in 
October of last year. 

The 41-year-old pleaded 
guilty to four counts of mak¬ 
ing indecent images at West 
Suffolk Magistrates Court in 
April. He was sentenced at 
Ipswich Crown Court on May 
8 . 

Judge Peter Jacobs sen¬ 
tenced Johnson to a three 
year community order. 

He was also ordered to sign 
on the sexual offenders reg¬ 
ister for five years and take 
part in an internet sex 
offender treatment pro¬ 
gramme. 

The NCA operation saw 
warrants executed across 
five counties, including 
Norfolk and Suffolk.

Chinese lanterns 
are a fire hazard 

THE summer months and the 
wedding season are almost upon 
us. A time for great cheer, many 
believe releasing Chinese lanterns 
(also known as sky lanterns) is a 
great way to add colour to a 
landmark occasion. 

We don’t want to spoil people’s 
fun, and we appreciate that these 
lanterns may look beautiful and 
romantic as they drift off into the 
night sky, but people should be 
aware they are serious fire 
hazards. 

Releasing a naked flame with 
absolutely no control over where it 
will land endangers lives and 
poses a serious threat to 
properties, businesses, wildlife 
and the environment. 

In the last 12 months, lanterns 
have been confirmed as the cause 
of a number of serious incidents 
across the country, including: 

■ a recycling plant fire in 
Smethwick in the West Midlands 
that had to be tackled by 200 fire 
fighters and caused £6million 
damage; 

■ a fire at a Leisure Park in 
Worcestershire that destroyed 
more than 80 towing caravans and 
mobile homes in storage; 

■ a car being burnt out directly 
outside a property on a large 
housing estate in north-east 
Lincolnshire - thankfully the fire 
did not spread and there were no 
injuries; 

■ a farmer in Northamptonshire 
losing two of his Aberdeen Angus 
cattle after they suffered from 
internal bleeding when the wire 
from a spent lantern that had 
landed in a field was inadvertently 
baled and fed to them. 

A report published last year on 
behalf of Defra that investigated 
the impact of sky lanterns on 
livestock and the environment 
estimated between three and 
eight million lanterns are sold 
each year in the UK. It concluded 
that “the fire risk associated with 
the use of sky lanterns is 
significant”. 

With such a large amount of 
lanterns being purchased, and 
ultimately released, it is extremely 
likely the number of serious

incidents caused by these flying 
bonfires is going to increase 
substantially. 

With many lanterns being 
released at wedding celebrations, 
gaining the support of the public, 
local authorities, and wedding 
venues to prohibit their use is vital 
in preventing fires and deaths in 
this county - and beyond.

Rector re-bailed 
amid enquiries

A CHURCH minister who was arrested on 
suspicion of fraud in March has been re- 
bailed pending further enquiries. 

Rev Canon Ian Finn, of St Mary’s Church 
in Haverhill, will now answer bail on lune 
26, a spokesman for Suffolk Police con¬ 
firmed.

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Men plead 
not guilty 
to five 
burglaries 

TWO men have been 
remanded in custody after 
pleading not guilty to a string 
of burglaries in Haverhill.

A NEW PCSO could be 
allocated to Haverhill - 
and their job will be to 
patrol the High Street for 
illegal parking.

Please help Mason find a home 


A CASHIER who assaulted three 
men with her shoe while drunk 
has escaped custody. 

Michelle Tipp, 22, of Bryony 
Close, Haverhill, pleaded guilty to 
three offences of assault, causing 
actual bodily harm. 

In July last year, Tipp, who works 
as a cashier for William Hill, in 
Haverhill, was on a night out with 
friends at the town’s Bar Vu and 
had been drinking. She took off her 
shoe and used it to strike three 
men on the head. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, told 
Ipswich Crown Court the three 
male victims had been drinking 
too and could not remember much 
about the incident. But all suffered 
cuts from Tipp’s shoe, he said. 

The 22-year-old, who had been 
selected for a management train¬ 
ing scheme by her employer, told 
Judge Peter Jacobs she could not 
explain why she attacked the men.

“I’m scared to drink now,” she 
added. 

CCTV recordings did not capture 
the incident, the court were told, 
but showed enough to confirm 
there had been no threat to Tipp to 
cause her to act as she did. 

Judge Jacobs sentenced her to 
nine months in prison, suspended 
for one year. She was also ordered 
to carry out 160 unpaid communi¬ 
ty work. Tipp will have to pay £500 
compensation to each of the vic¬ 
tims, as well as £288 prosecution 
costs and a £100 victim surcharge. 

He said: “You just completely lost 
it and became hysterical. The 
problem is often these offences are 
committed by people who are in 
work because they have the money 
to pay for drink.” 

Tipp was sentenced on Wed¬ 
nesday, May 7.

“I just wanted to die, 
and was doing quite a good 
job in doing so,” she says. “I 
didn’t know how to 
communicate what I was 
feeling, and felt so ashamed 
of who I was.” 

Although she didn’t know it 
at the time, Nicky was 
suffering from bi-polar 
affective disorder, and 
experiencing one of the 
extreme episodes of 
depression which 
characterise the condition. “I 
felt so helpless and weak,” 
Nicky remembers. “I just 
didn’t know what to do. I 
really was unbearable to be 
around.” 

These days, it’s hard to 
imagine Nicky plumbing 
such depths of despair; 
honest, vivacious and warm, 
an appetite for life exudes 
from her every pore, and 
she’s great company. 

But her eyes shine brightest 
when she talks passionately 
about her new creativity and 
wellbeing website, ArtiPeeps. 
“I’m very proud of it,” she 
smiles. “It’s very exciting.” 

An online hub which is 
quickly growing a dedicated 
following of fellow “creative 
souls”, Nicky and her team 
provide unique opportunities 
for emerging artists and 
writers: be it through 
collaborations, exhibitions, 
publications or installations, 
it’s all about getting people to 
realise their creative 
potential. 

ArtiPeeps started out as a 
women’s creativity group 
back in 2012. Nicky and her 
friends would meet once a 
month to paint, write poetry 
and generally have a bit of a 
giggle, but in the years since 
it has snowballed. “It was a 
really scary thing for me to 
set it up because I hadn’t 
been well for a long time, but 
I wanted to find my 
purpose,” Nicky explains. “I 
created the website and 
thought only the members of 
my group could see, but in 
fact it was public and I was 
having people from all over 
the world visiting the site. I 
thought ‘There must be 
something in this, because 
obviously people are liking 
what I am providing.’ 

“It’s a real synthesis of my 
past experience and my 
passion and belief in 
creativity,” she adds. 

It’s given Nicky a whole new 
lease of life, and, as well as 
her creativity, the artist has 
found her health and 
wellbeing has flourished too. 
She hopes by sharing her 
story, others will see that, 
even during their darkest 
moments, there is always 
light at the end of the tunnel. 
“I want to be as open and 
honest about my bi-polar as 
possible, because I have 
come to be able to manage it. 
That’s not to say I won’t get ill 
or I don’t find life difficult, 
because I do,” explains Nicky. 
Born and raised in 
Cambridge, as a child Nicky 
never quite felt like she 
belonged. Painfully shy, she 
would often shut herself 
away from the rest of the 
world, preferring to spend 
time lost in her own 
imagination rather than 
playing with her friends. 

With hindsight, Nicky 
believes she was suffering 
from a mood disorder even 


then. “I had my first 
depression when I was about 
9 years old, but didn’t have 
any treatment and wasn’t 
seen by anyone for years and 
years,” she explains. 

The highs and lows 
continued into adulthood, 
and although Nicky tried her 
best to carry on regardless - 
studying for a degree in 
English Literature at ARU 
and working as a script editor 
for BBC Wales - every so 
often things would come to 
head. “At the time I was 
living with my mother and I 
basically just spurned her,” 
Nicky remembers. “I couldn’t 
look people in the eye and 
wouldn’t speak.” 

Feeling lost, scared and 
alone, Nicky decided it was 
time she sought help, and in 
2004 she plucked up the 
courage to go to the doctor. 
They initially told her she 
was suffering from 
depression. “I will always 
remember it: the doctor said 
‘You are suffering from 
depression’ and I remember 
saying ‘I do have depression 
then? It isn’t just me?’ 

“It was like what I was 
feeling was all my fault and 
when she said ‘You have 
depression, you are ill, you 
have something wrong with 
you’ it really did help.” 

Doctors put Nicky on anti¬ 
depressants, but when that 
didn’t work, she was referred 
to a psychiatrist at 
Addenbrooke’s and 
eventually diagnosed with 
bi-polar. Rather than a shock, 
it was, she concedes, “a 
revelation”. “It was like one of 
those light bulb moments,” 
she smiles. “Suddenly it was 
like ‘That’s why I have been 
so up and down, that’s where 
all my behaviour comes 
from.’ 

“It was a fantastic moment 
and a huge relief because I 
knew who I was and could do 
something about it. I’d 
become my illness and that 
diagnosis, however difficult 
it was with the implications 
attached to it, made me feel 
less helpless.” 

Previously known as manic 
depression, bi-polar is a 
mood disorder which 
manifests itself in episodes of 
extreme depression and 
mania, and is much more 
common than you might 
imagine, with NHS figures 
revealing one in every 
hundred people in the UK is 
bi-polar. 

“I could be perfectly OK but 
then it escalates very quickly 
and can take me about a year 
to recover,” explains Nicky, 
describing life living with the 
condition. “I have the kind of 
bi-polar where I don’t get 
manias; I have hypermanias, 
which are usually followed 
by episodes of extreme 
depression. 

“It taps into your 
individuality in a very 
particular way and it strikes 
people in a very individual 
way too, so you can’t really 
pigeonhole the symptoms. 
People want to pigeonhole 
you and say bi-polar is like 
this or it’s like that, but it 
isn’t.” 

She adds: “When people 
meet me and I am well, they 
will often say ‘We’d never 
guess you have bi-polar, 
you’re so perky and so 
happy.’ I guess that’s because 
it is quite a hidden condition 
in a lot of ways.” 


Following her diagnosis, 
Nicky started Cognitive 
Behavioural Therapy (CBT), 
and credits it with getting 
her back on track. “Initially it 
was about addressing your 
behaviour and associating it 
with your emotions. So one 
of the behaviours I had was I 
wouldn’t go into the shops, 
so we looked at rating the 
panic when confronted with 
that situation - so I might 
feel 80 per cent anxious and 
20 per cent ok,” Nicky 
explains. 

“Eventually it starts to work 
and the cages you’ve 
wrapped around yourself 
start to loosen. A bit more 
light comes through and the 
percentage comes down as 
you start to question why 
you’re feeling like you are.” 

Nicky also meditates, writes 
a journal and tries to lead as 
healthy a life as possible, all 
of which, she says, helps her 
to manage the condition. “I 
will probably get ill again, 
but I now have the ability to 
address my symptoms every 
single day. It takes a lot of 
work and effort, and is very 
tiring to be watching out for 
all these things, but it’s 
worth it. 

“You can get so frightened 
about what life is all about 
and your ability, but I’ve 
realised now that I want to 
live, even though sometimes 
I think I want to die - it’s 
quite a peculiar place to be.” 

Nicky has managed to find 
her silver lining, but for 
others who find themselves 
spiralling into depression, 
what would her advice be? 
“Persevere and keep going, 
even when you’re feeling 
really low,” Nicky says. “You 
have to hold on to the 
knowledge that it does 
change and it does pass. 

“You have a choice in life 
and depression makes you 
think you don’t. 

“You can choose to take 
your illness head on, to do 
something about it, grow 
with it, and know you can’t 
fix it, but you can live with 
it.”

Councils praised 
in ‘healthcheck’ 


LOCAL government staff 
from across the country have 
praised West Suffolk’s coun¬ 
cils. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
and Forest Heath District 
Councils opted to take part in 
a free external “healthcheck”, 
to review how services oper¬ 
ate. 

Run by the Local Govern¬ 
ment Association (LGA) and 
carried out by two council 
leaders, a chief executive, two 
deputy chief executives and 
an LGA adviser, the inspec¬ 
tion assessed how the coun¬ 
cils have continued to work 
since combining some servic¬ 
es. 

The councils decided to 
share staff and services, in¬ 
cluding slimlining the man¬ 
agement structure, in order to 
save £3.5 million a year. 

The report praised the 
“ambition” of the councils, 
and their “recognition” that 
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services had to change to pro¬ 
vide what local residents want 
to see. 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader at 
St Edmundsbury, said: “This 
report confirms we have succ¬ 
essfully worked through a 
period of very significant 
change across both councils, 
enabling us to provide the 
best possible service, long¬ 
term strategic planning, and 
value for money for our resi¬ 
dents and businesses. 

“We have managed to main¬ 
tain the high standards of our 
services while making further 
huge savings. There will al¬ 
ways be more challenges 
ahead but, together, we are 
stronger, smarter, and better 
placed to serve our communi¬ 
ties in West Suffolk.” 

Cllr James Waters, leader of 
Forest Heath, added that the 
report showed they are “get¬ 


ting it right” and “work more 
smartly” to deliver value for 
money. 

A feedback letter sent to Ian 
Gallin, chief executive at both 
local authorities, from Heath¬ 
er Wills, principal adviser at 
the LGA stated there was 
“much to be proud of” in West 
Suffolk. 

It said: “You have a unique 
opportunity in Suffolk to 
build on strong partnerships 
with other public agencies in 
order to drive out further sav¬ 
ings and deliver your objec¬ 
tives through joined-up work¬ 
ing.” 

The review, which took place 
during November and Febru¬ 
ary, saw the check team speak 
to more than 130 people, in¬ 
cluding staff, council mem¬ 
bers and representatives from 
outside bodies. 

The team also spent around 
172 hours at council sites, as 
part of their work.

Speeding drivers snared 
in countywide crackdown 


ALMOST 700 motorists were 
caught speeding across Suff¬ 
olk in a week-long enforce¬ 
ment campaign. 

During the seven days of 
checks, 659 drivers were seen 
speeding in Suffolk. 

Fixed cameras caught 133 
motorists speeding, while the 
other 526 were caught by 
police officers on patrol or 
mobile cameras. 

The campaign was carried 
out with the Roads Policing 
Unit and vans from Suffolk 
SafeCam, and led by TISPOL, 
the European Traffic 


Police Network. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks 
said: “The TISPOL week of 
action is a good way to focus 
attention on speeding and the 
risks you take when you go 
over the limit. 

“Simply put, speeding 
makes you more likely to have 
a collision which can cause 
damage, expense, injury or 
ultimately the loss of life.” 

Speeding is seen as one of 
the fatal four driving offenc¬ 
es, along with drink driving, 
using a mobile phone and 
seatbelt offences. 


Police endeavoured to high¬ 
light the dangers of speeding 
to drivers through education 
and enforcement, with most 
being given a £100 fine and 
three points. 

Mr Spinks added: “There is 
never an excuse to speed, and 
all of those stopped will have 
been spoken to about their 
driving behaviour. 

“Some have received a 
fixed penalty notice or if they 
were driving excessively over 
the limit, they wil be consid¬ 
ered for a prosecution at 
court.”

MARK Grist is ridiculously inventive. 

A former Peterborough teacher turned poet and ethically 
sound rapper (you won't find him spouting anything 
homophobic, misogynistic or racist), Grist has a serious knack 
for wordplay. Oh, and he ticks all the boxes for charisma, 
enthusiasm and lyrical speed. 

First breaking out in 2012 after teaching teenage grime artist 
MC Blizzard a thing or two in a rap battle that went viral (it's 
clocked more than 4 million YouTube views) he spends his time 
challenging the stereotypes of poetry and hip-hop, visiting 
poets' graves and is now bringing his latest show, Rogue 
Teacher, to Cambridge Junction. 

The show, which got rave reviews at the 2013 Edinburgh 
Festival, revolves around Grist's life, going from loving so 
much about being an English teacher, to becoming increasingly 
frustrated with Government policy and the red-taped 
bureaucracy being lashed across classrooms. 

"Eventually, after a lot of telling young people to follow their 
hearts and use their skills and do everything they ever wanted 
to do with their lives, I decided I should do the same," explains 
Grist, who initially left his teaching post for a year. “The show 
is this story of leaving the classroom, realising it was actually 
quite a safe environment and going out into the wide world to 
try to exist as a poet, facing the kind of gruelling poverty and 
bizarre series of hoops you have to jump through in order to 
make a living as an artist." 

He really did go from teaching GCSE English to rap battling 
on YouTube. "I accidentally became kind of pseudo-famous," 
he says in bemusement. That Blizzard rap, which saw him slam 
the V-year-old with lines like "don't start clicking, I know this 
might look like some kind of extreme babysitting" and "you'd 
still give'^ourself a hernia trying to assemble flatpack furniture" 
while weafipg a suit, mind, transformed everything. 

"All of a sudden people know me as a rap battler instead of 
as a poet," says£irist. "No one's really that interested in my 
poetry as such, but people are stopping me in the street and 
asking me to insult them." 

Rogue Teacher gravies with how that sits with him being a 
teacher and "whether that contradicts some of the values you 
originally had." 

Grist explains that he wants to inspire people and make them 
realise "we don't really need to do anything that we don't want 
to do; it's quite possible to create our own jobs". 

Starring in a new Channel 4 documentary series with the 
fantastic Mr Drew from Educating Essex has definitely given 
him a challenging element to teaching again. Mr Drew's School 
for Boys takes 11 of the most excluded boys in the country 
and aims to show that no young person should be given up 
on, and that there are always ways to break the cycle of poor 
behaviour. 

"It's really challenging, but it's really exciting as well and it's 
probably one of the toughest things I've ever done in my life," 
explains Grist. "Hopefully it will make people realise these 
families aren't alone, there's lots of behaviour that's stopping 
children from fully engaging and I think some young people 
just get written off and we think that can't be resolved. I hope 
we show there are ways we can fix aspects of this behaviour."

THE TWO FACES OF JANUARY 
(I2A, 96 mins) 

LIKE Agatha Christie before her, 
Patricia Highsmith repeatedly 
challenged the moral compass of her 
readers with disturbing psychological 
thrillers that nudged her characters to 
the brink of madness. 

In her debut novel, Strangers On 
A Train, she conceived a seemingly 
perfect murder for every disgruntled 
husband, which Hitchcock brilliantly 
adapted for the big screen. 

Almost 50 years later, Anthony 
Minghella tapped into the disturbing 
sexual undercurrents of her 1955 
novel The Talented Mr Ripley tor 
a hauntingly seductively jaunt 
through Italy that netted five Oscar 
nominations. 

The Two Faces Of January was 
published almost a decade after 
Highsmith unleashed her iconic con 
artist, Tom Ripley, and once again, 
she indulges in obsession-fuelled 
skulduggery albeit against a vivid 
backdrop of sun-baked 1960s Athens. 

Hossein Amini's slow-burning film 
version conceals its Machiavellian 
machinations behind an elegant facade 
of impeccable period costumes and 
picturesque cinematography. 

Yet, while this assured directorial 
debut is sweeping in scope, the focus 
of Amini's lean script is the characters' 
strained relationships and notably the 
frayed bonds of trust between two 
men, who must rely on each other to 
escape a hairy predicament of their 


own making. 

The film opens at the Acropolis 
where American businessman Chester 
MacFarland (Viggo Mortensen) and 
younger wife Colette (Kirsten Dunst) 
cut elegant figures on the steps of the 
citadel. 

Greek-speaking guide Rydal (Oscar 
Isaac), who scams unsuspecting 
tourists out of hard-earned drachmas, 
is drawn to the glamorous couple and 
he gladly accepts their invitation to 
dinner. 

At the end of the night, as he makes 
his way home, Rydal discovers Colette 
has mislaid a possession on the back 
seat of the taxi so he asks the driver 
to make a detour to the MacFarlands' 
exclusive hotel. 

Unexpectedly, Rydal walks in 
on Chester moving the seemingly 
unconscious body of a man (David 
Warshofsky) into another room. 

The businessman explains that he 
was protecting his wife. 

Blinded by his infatuation with 


Colette, Rydal pledges his help and 
suggests a means to obtain fake 
passports and escape the country. 

As the trio heads for the coast, the 
police give chase. 

"We're joined at the hip," Chester 
assures Rydal. "I get caught, I take 
you down. You get caught, you turn 
me in." 

Shot on location in Greece and 
Turkey, The Two Faces Of January nods 
appreciatively to both Highsmith and 
Hitchcock, ratcheting up tension as the 
two men trade verbal blows in order to 
secure Colette's divided affections. 

Mortensen and Isaac relish these 
fractious exchanges, creating a twisted 
father-son dynamic with Oedipal 
yearnings for Dunst's third wheel. 

Her role feels slightly undernourished 
but she's pivotal to the on-screen 
chicanery and the film's centrepiece 
sequence in subterranean gloom.
